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Concerning Bull Indexes—No. 3 


Has the Index Any Particular Value 
By V. A. RICE, Professor of Animal Husbandry, Massachusetts State College 


The writer is indebted to E. J. Thompson, W. T. Smith, and

article. 





N the first installment of this article ‘‘Concerning 
| Bull Indexes,’’ we examined the general theory on 

which bull indexes are founded, namely that when 
extremes are mated the offspring tend to fall somewhere 
in between the two parental levels. In that article was 
also outlined the workings of the three indexes thus 
far proposed. 

In the second installment we examined these three 
systems from the standpoint of 

1. Their simplicity. 

2. Whether or not they considered the dams rec- 
ords as well as the daughters. 

3. Whether or not they gave an actual numerical 
rating for the bull in terms of amount of. milk and per- 
centage of fat. 

4. Whether they allowed of a fairly accurate predic- 
tion as to the production of future daughters. 

5. Whether they were explainable from a genetic 
standpoint. 

From those studies we reached the conclusion that 
the best method for indexing bulls was the one based 
on the theory of blending or intermediate inheritance 
where the daughters fall half way between the bull’s 
index and the cows average production both as regards 
amount of milk and percentage of fat. We suggested 
that this be called the Intermediate Index, the name 
itself being impersonal and also indicating just what 
has been done—namely, the daughters placed intermed- 
iate between the two parents. 

This system stood the test of critical analysis better 
than did either of the other systems. It excelled in sim- 
plicity, completeness, the accuracy of its prediction 
values and in addition is based on a sound genetic theory 
of blending or intermediate inheritance. 








The purpose of this third and last installment is to 
see whether the use of such an index would permit us 
to predict what the production level of the daughters 
of a young untried sire would be provided we knew the 
production level of the cows to which the young bull 
was to be mated. 

In other words, can we make the pedigree of the 
young bull so complete and its genetie possibilities so 
evident that the genetic make-up of the young bull will 
be readily ascertainable? This the writer has attempted 
to find out by making some studies of some full brothers. 
Some persons might get the idea that “state secrets’ 
were hereby being broadcast. In reply we can only 
pay that all the material hereinafter contained was 
secured from the authentic published A. R. records of 
the Holstein breed. The material was all in the books, 
the writer has simply dug it out and put it together in 
the following fashion. 

The first bulls studied were the three full brothers, 
Creator, King of the Ormsbys, and Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 37th. These bulls were all by Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes and out of Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2nd as is indicated in the accompanying pedigree. 
(Fig. 1) 

The procedure adopted was as follows. First, the 
Intermediate Index was figured for the sire and the two 
grandsires. For instance, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes was bred to 43 cows whose average production was

The fraction to the left of the bull’s index in figure 1 
indicates by the numerator, the number of daughter- 
dam pairs on which his index is based and by the de- 
nominator the number of registered daughters the bull 
was sire of. The fraction to the right of the bull’s in- 
dex indicates by the numerator the percentage of his 
daughters that exceeded their dams in amount of milk 
and by the denominator the percentage of his daughters 
that exceeded their dams in fat percentage. The other 
bulls were indexed in a similar fashion. 

In getting the transmitting index of Spring Brook 
Bess Burke 2nd it was first necessary to get her own 
index based on her two daughters. These two daugh- 
ters averaged

The other 
cows transmitting indexes were figured in a similar 
fashion. 

We now have indexes on the sire and dam of these 
three full brothers and also on the two grandsires and 
granddams. The question is “How to put these together 
in order to ascertain what the sons of Spring Brook 
Bess Burke 2nd by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes are 
likely to transmit?’’ Theoretically we should let the 
first (parental) generation count for one-half; the sec- 
ond generation for one-fourth, and so on. However, 
we have only two generations complete. What was done, 
therefore, was to add the sire’s and dam’s indexes to- 
gether and divide by 2 in order to get

As you 
will see it is derived from the actual Performance In- 
dexes of all the animals in the first two ancestral gen- 
erations of these bulls pedigrees. 

Now the question is to find out whether this com- 
puted Pedigree Index of 22160 lbs. milk testing 3.78% 
is correct for these three full brothers so lets test it. 

As indicated in Figure 1, Creator was bred to 43 
cows whose average production was

the bull’s computed Pedigree Index. The records of the 
43 daughters of Creator show that they actually did 
produce an average of 22515 lbs. milk testing 3.57%. 
It will be seen that the computed Pedigree Index came 
very close to being accurate. The daughters produced 
a little more milk testing slightly lower than the Pedi- 
gree Index would have led us to expect. The accuracy 
of the Pedigree Index may be tested directly after 
smoothing out the difference in expected and actual fat 
percentages by use of the Gaines-Davidson formula for 
converting any milk yield of any fat percentage to a 
standard 4% basis. To do this taxe .4 of the miik 
yield and add to it 15 times the amount of, fat and the 
result will be the equivalent amount of 4% milk. When

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this is done, and I will not burden you further with the 
figuring, this Pedigree Index is found to be in error 
only by 3%. The same lines of figuring and reasoning 
in regard to the other two full brothers show an error 
of 3% for the 84 daughters of King of the Ormsbys 
and an error of 5% for the 38 daughters of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th. This sort of Pedigree Index 
can apparently be used together with the known produc- 
tion level of the cows in the herd to predict with re- 
markably close accuracy what the daughters of the bull 
will produce under similar conditions. In other words, 
by means of the Pedigree Index we could have predicted 
the day these bulls were born to within 3-5% of accur- 
acy what their daughters out of these cows would pro- 
duce. 


The writer believes that the procedure as outlined 
herewith will tell us the best that we can expect from 
a young bull. It cannot be 100% perfect for the simple 
season that the pedigree is not 100% complete. For 
instance in the case of Creator we have comparisons on 
43 daughters with their dams out of a total of 185 
daughters. The system will evidently tell us the best 
that we can expect because the best records are included 
in the pedigrees. It will not tell us the worst we can 
expect because the worst records are not included in the 
pedigree. 


When the pedigree is made complete, i. e. when rec- 
ords are available on practically all the daughters of a 
bull and also on the dams of these daughters, then one 
will be able to make a more accurate prediction. 


Figure 2 gives the results of a similar study of the 
two full brothers, Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast and 
Winterthur Bess Ormsby Great, the former showing a 
2% error on 25 daughters and the latter an 8% error 
on 6 daughters. 


The writer has worked out 24 bulls from among the 
Holstein, Guernsey and Jersey breeds and the average 
error through the use of Pedigree Indexes turned out to 
be 5.1% on an average of 19 daughters per bull. 


In order to give an example as to how a breeder 
might use a Pedigree Index the writer has computed 
such an index for the present Holstein herd sire at the 
Massachusetts State College, namely Dad Ormsby Jupi- 
ter. This is a young bull 5% years of, age, and as yet 
he has no daughters that have completed records. We, 
of course, are curious to know what we can expect in 
the way of production from this bull and we believe that 
we can get a pretty fair notion from his Pedigree Index. 
In figure 3 will be found the pedigree of this bull and 
his computed Pedigree Index. We have in the college 
herd at this time 17 cows that have completed records 
and these records average 22815 lbs. milk testing 
3.43%. Now based on the Pedigree Index of Dad Orms- 
by Jupiter of 22649 lbs. of milk testing 3.65% we ex- 
pect the daughters of this bull out of our cows to aver- 
age about half way between the cows level of produc- 
tion and the bull’s Pedigree Index—

of the daughters of Dad Ormsby Jupiter in the Massa- 
chusetts State College herd. We put the figure half 
way between the dam’s level and the sire’s computed 
index because we feel that the bull and the cow are 
jointly and equally responsible for the average produc- 
tion of all their offspring. Time alone can tell how ac- 
curate our prediction turns out to be. 


Getting a Pedigree Index on a bull from a complete 
two generation pedigree certainly should make the task 
of selecting a herd sire (from a production standpoint) 
very much more simple. For example, if our herd here 
at the college averaged 26,000 lbs. of 3.70% milk we 
would not want to use this bull. On the other hand, if 
Our herd average was 18,000 Ibs. of 3.2% milk such a 
bull would be invaluable. In other words the cash 
value of a bull depends on the kind of cows to which he 
is to be mated. The bull might be worth less than noth- 
ng in some herds and worth thousands of dollars in 
others, 

Some people have the mistaken notion that indexing 
bulls will be a panacea for all of our breeding ills; that 
the breeder will no longer have to use his common sense 
and intelligence. This is far from correct. Owning 
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one or more good bulls makes the job of breeding even 
more difficult for besides production probabilities both 
as regards amount of milk and percentage of fat re- 
vealed by the pedigree index, the owners of such bulls 
have still the matters of type of their ancestors as well 
as of their daughters, mammary development, resist- 
ance to disease, persistency, ease of milking, color of the 
product, softness of curd, efficiency of production, etc., 
etc., to consider. The daughters of some bulls, no 
doubt, will excel in certain of these characteristics; 
daughters of other bulls will “excel in other respects. 
So there is an excellent opportunity, in fact, a need, on 
the part of the owners of, good bulls, proved good by 
their records, to use their skill and intelligence in breed- 
ing. To create animals, not only capable of producing 
large amounts of high quality product but of good type 
as well, should in the writer’s opinion, be the aim of 
every breeder of dairy cattle for while, as yet, there 
has been found no proof that good type necessarily 
means good production, neither is there any indication 
that good type and high production of a quality product 
can not and should not go hand in hanu. 

It would therefore seem safe to say that the indexing 
of bulls and of cows has a very definite and very prac- 
tical value for any one who is really interested in 
breeding better dairy cattle. By means of indexing we 
can get a Pedigree Index and thus take a lot of the 
“guess” out of breeding and build our breeding oper- 
ation on a firm genetic basis. 

General conclusions of these three articles—‘‘Con- 
cerning Bull Indexes’”’: 

1. Amount of milk and percentage of fat in Dairy 
Cattle behaves in transmission as do many other quanti- 
tative characters. 

2. The average productions of the daughters of a 
bull falls about half way between the production level 
of the bull and the average production of the cows to 
which he is bred. 

3. The index should be based on a comparison of 
daughters records with those of their dams. 

4. The index should give the bull a numerical rat- 
ing for amount of milk and for percentage of fat. 

5. The Intermediate Index is simple and easy to 
understand and to use. 

6. The Intermediate Index on the first 10 daughters 
of a bull out of tested dams permits of an estimate on 
his future daughters out of tested dams within 7-8% of 
correctness on the average. 

7. The Intermediate Index is based on a sound 
genetic theory of blending or intermediate inheritance. 

8. By means of the Intermediate Index on the bulls 
and cows in a pedigree a fairly accurate estimate can be 
reached regarding the probable production of a young 
untried bull’s daughters provided the average produc- 
tion of the dams to which the young bull is to be mated 
is known. This the writer has called a Pedigree Index. 

Conversion Factors Used in This Study 

The following conversion factors which have been 
adopted as a standard by dairy workers in the New Ewg- 
land states were used to put all records onto a com- 
parable basis.

Fat percentages as stated in the blue books were 
used unchanged. All records are in terms of 4 times 
a day milking for 365 days. To convert a class C rec- 
ord to Class A it was multiplied by 1.37. To convert a 
class B record to class A it was multiplied by 1.15. To 
convert a 305-day record to 365 days it was multiplied 
by 1.15.

River Meadow Farms

breeding establishments is River Meadow Farms, 

owned by the firm of McLaury Brothers, Portland- 
ville, N. Y. The farms consist of some 2,500 acres, 
operated as nine separate units. They are located in 
Otsego County, about midway between Oneonta and Coop- 
erstown, with a frontage of about three miles on the beau- 
tiful Susquehanna River, near its source. This fact explains 
the appropriateness of the name. Mount Crumhorn, tower- 
ing in the east, adds to the beauty of the setting. The herd 
today numbers nearly 400 head of pure bred Holsteins and 
is the largest individual producer for Sheffield Farms 
Grade A market. They built their own Grade A plant for 
their own products back in 1905, in order to command a 
premium price through direct sale. The milk business is 
a big item in the operation of the herd and farms, the milk 
checks running from $40,000 to as high as $72,000 a year. 
The pure bred Holstein breeding end of the business has 
been developed largely since 1923. 

The original firm of McLaury Brothers was formed 
back in 1880 by the brothers, Charles D., and Washington 
R. McLaury, canny young Americans of Scotch descent. 
They first engaged in the mercantile and meat business. 
Gradually the farms were acquired and holdings increased, 
until this branch of the business became the main activity 
and the general store, as at persent, was maintained 
primarily as a commissary for 'the farms. 

The first start with pure bred cattle came with the pur- 
chase of some outstanding pure bred Jerseys, back in 1892. 
With characteristic energy, this project was aggressively 
developed, and the MclLaury Brothers Jerseys were big 
factors in the leading shows up until about 1910. Some 
Brown Swiss were also maintained, principally for exhibi- 
tion purposes. They were in fact Premier Exhibitors of 
Brown Swiss at the St. Louis World’s Fair in 1904, and 
they,.were probably the most successful Jersey exhibitors 
throughout this period. Spark plug in the show ring pro- 
gram was Dorr, young son of Charles D. McLaury. He 
commenced showing the McLaury herds in 1893 at the 
age of 14, and when in a reminiscent mood can tell many 
interesting experiences regarding the show ring episodes 
of that day. In passing, it may be remarked that he feels 
a higher type of sportsmanship and ethics exists in the 
show ring today. The fall school term for Dorr did not 
begin until the show season was ended, but he was 
graduated from the neighboring Hartwick Seminary and in 
1901, with the encouragement of his mother, determined to 
take the course in agriculture at Cornell. But the matter 
of finances was put squarely up to Dorr. It was agreed 
that in taking out the show herd, he could have all he 
could make at the first three shows of the season. 
With this in mind, he “rented” a show herd of Dutch 
Belted cattle from a neighbor, agreeing to pay him $300 
for its use through the season. The first three shows 


Or of New York State’s largest and best known 


were the New York State Fair at Syracuse, the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo, and the Poughkeepsie, 
New York, show. With the three breeds—Jersey, Brown 
Swiss and Dutch Belted, he cleaned up $2,000 at the three 
shows (taking $1,298 at the Pan-American paid in $1 and 
$2 bills)—-which made the first year at Cornell a rather 
lavish affair. Feeling that too much spending money at 
college was not wise from the boy’s standpoint, the next 
year’s showing was done on a flat $25-a-week salary, but 
owing to an injury to hig father, young Dorr was needed 
at home, and the college course ended with its second year. 
The next year, he married Florence Kinne, and the honey- 
moon was spent looking after a 13,000-acre lumber business 
that the firm had developed in Florida. After a year of 
this, during which much of the lumber for building the 
Atlantic Coastline Railroad was furnished, the lumber 
interests were sold out and Dorr came home to buy a one 
third interest in the business of McLaury Brothers—and 
has since been an important cog in its machinery. 
Starting With Holsteins 

In 1910 on his own initiative, Dorr sold fifteen of the 
Jerseys and put in four outstanding grade Holsteins that 
outmilked the lot. The older partners were at first quite 
critical, but as the production of these Holsteins became 
apparent, they were at last reconciled to 'the change in 
policy, and from this start developed an immense trade in 
high class grade Holsteins, which were sold all over this 
country and exported to many foreign lands. This lasted 
until 1917, when Dorr was drafted by the Council of Farms 
and Markets to come to Albany to take the job of Director 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry. Here he worked for six 
years and is directly responsible for the developing of the 
present policy of New York in its efforts ‘to control and 
eradicate tuberculosis. During this period a few pure bred 
Holsteins were added to the home herd from time to time, 
as Dorr saw a greater opportunity for later work along that 
line. After retiring from the State Service in 1923, Me- 
Laury Brothers went into the pure bred Holstein business 
in a serious way. From their earlier successful experience 
in the grade business, a fundamental principle of their 
pure bred purchases has always been to insist first of all 
on a cow—and then to get as much breeding and records 
as possible. This policy is evident in passing through their 
herds today—a really great lot of dairy cows. But more 
of that later. 

Farm Organiaztion 

While Dorr McLaury was in Albany, the brunt of the 
business at home was taken care of by his cousin, Ford 
McLaury, a son of Washington R., and with the later pass- 
ing of the original members of the firm, it is now owned 
entirely by Dorr and Ford McLaury, so that the firm of 
McLaury Brothers today is composed of two cousins, who 
work as closely together as brothers. Ford’s end of the 
business is the supervision of the farms and the store busi-

ness, primarily. Dorr is in charge of the dairy and breed- 
ing business. Each of the nine farms is operated as a 
separate unit, except in the interchange of tools, and like- 
wise labor during threshing and silo-filling time. During 
the winter, labor requirements run from one to five men 
for each unit, with four or five more added during the 
summer season. The smallest unit is 175 acres, and 25 
head of cattle of which 15 are usually in milk. One of the 
staff of regular employees is a blacksmith, who travels 
from unit to unit to keep the tools in repair—and also 
serves aS an emergency milker. An expert machinist 
comes once a year, however, to go carefully over all ma- 
chinery and order any needed replace-

infectant, white linament (Ammonia-linseed oil-turpen- 
tine). And on tap in the store—nearby—Gentian, Ergot, 
Iodine, mustard (for blisters), ammonia (aromatic spirits), 
Cresol (USP No. 2), etc. 

At least once a year (in the late winter) they spray 
every animal on the farms for lice and mange, using dry 
lime and sulphur in a hot solution. This they buy in 
100-lb. drams for economy. Hoof rot and similar foot ail- 
ments are treated with Cresol (USP No. 2)—2% solution, 
as recommended by Dr. Smith of Detroit Creamery Farms. 
Treatment consists of standing the infected feet in a 
cut down barrel containing this solution. An hour a day 
of this treatment will usually clear up

any trouble of this nature without 
complications. Careful attention, of 
course, is given to the major problems 
of herd health, most of the units be- 








man who draws the milk and hauls 
cattle, feed, bedding, etc. Horses, however, furnish prac- 
tically all of the motive power on the farms. About 40 
are used, mostly grade Percherons. While we are on 
this subject of management, it may be of interest to know 
how they handle general veterinary service—often a large 
item with 400 head of cattle. Both McLaurys and one 
of the foremen have developed an unusual practical knowl- 
edge of common cattle and horse ailments, so that they 
are able to apply the needed remedies effectively in most 
cases, calling in a veterinary only in unusual and more 
troublesome matters. 


The Farm Medicine Chest 
The farm medicine chest at River Meadow features 


the following supplies: Aconite and fever drops, an udder 
ointment (Flexo), fluid extract of nux vomica, Kreso dis- 


ing fully accredited as TB free. Blood 
testing for abortion is carried out under the care of Dr. 
Reed, of Morris (nearby) and Dr. Birch, of Cornell. Five 
of the units are maintained as negative herds; two are 
positive units where good positive cows with proper breed- 
ing histories are kept; one unit makes a place for the 
doubtful or suspicious animals, and one is the receiving 
farm for purchased animals. Dorr McLaury’s conclusion, 
after four years’ experience with blood testing, is that it is 
very easy to establish a clean herd if you can keep heifers 
away from infected animals. A clean herd is the most 
dangerous thing you can have, however, if any infection 
is introduced. He believes that vaccination may provide 
the ultimate solution for the average breeder who is not 
so situated that he can segregate positive animals.

N. Y. State Milk Authority Upheld 
N a test case brought to the Court of Appeals of New 
I York State to determine the constitutionality of the 

State Milk Control Law, the authority of the State to 
adopt and carry out such a law was upheld. This highest 
court of the state in a majority opinion held that the State 
has [the authority when conditions require not only to regu- 
late and encourage production of milk, but also to regulate 
prices to be paid for milk, even 'the prices paid by the con- 
sumer. The case was brought by a Rochester dealer, 
who had attempted to evade the minimum selling price 
order of the Board by giving away bread with the pur- 
chase of milk. This decision, upholding the hands of the 
State Milk Control Board, was welcome news to the milk 
producers of the State. 

Ohio, New Jersey and Connecticut are other states that 
have set up Milk Control Boards for the regulation of un- 
fair competitive practices in the milk industry, and this 
New York decision will doubtless be of special initerest to 
those states likewise. In Michigan, Governor Comstock 
recently vetoed a bill to establish a state milk commission, 
declaring it would be a dangerous precedent to attempt to 
fix milk prices by a governmental agency. 


Kildee Now Dean at Ames 
HE many friends of Prof. Herbert H. Kildee, of Iowa 
State College of Agriculture, will be pleased to learn 
of his recent appointment as dean of the college, suc- 
ceeding Dr. Charles F. Curtiss, who has held this position 
for over 35 years. For the past ten years, Prof. Kildee has 
been vice dean of agriculture. Dean Kildee is one of the 
best known live stock judges and is probably one of the 
most versatile judges we have in assignments at leading 
shows including all breeds of dairy cattle, all breeds of 
peef cattle, both breeding and fat stock classes; likewise, 
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swine and heavy horses. He served on the True Type 
Committee of the Holstein-Friesian breed. He was also a 
member of a similar committee for the American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club, and is now a member of the Type and 
Judging Committee of the American Jersey Cattle Club. 
He was chairman of the classification committee of the 
National Dairy Show. In fact, we have always marvelled 
at the amount of time and energy he was able to devote to 
these various important live stock projects cutside of his 
work at the college. 

Herb Kildee worked his way through college as a barn 
boy in one of the college farm barns. He secured his de- 
gree of B. S. A. at Ames in 1908 and the next year took a 
position there as an instructor in animal husbandry. 
Except for two years (1916-1918) spent at the University 
of Minnesota as chief of the dairy husbandry division, his 
service at Iowa State College has been unbroken, he being 
called back to head the animal husbandry department at 
Ames in 1918. The announcement of his appointment as 
dean of this great school of agricultural will be enthusias- 
tically received by live stock breeders of all ranks who 
have come to know Herb Kildee and appreciate his real 
worth. —_—___ 


Some Jersey Records 

UR brethren of the Jersey fraternity are justifiably 
O excited over two records, one just finished and the 
other in progress in their breed. Wagga Gladys, 
owned by the Hawkesbury Agricultural College, of Austra- 
lia, is reported with a production of 1,259.66 lbs. fat, 22,847 
Ibs. milk in 365 days on twice-a-day milking, the record 
being made in twelve-year-old form. She had a previous 
record back in 1923 of 1,149.38 lbs. fat, 20,835 lbs. milk and 
her total for seven records since 1923 is 6,488.27 lbs. fat. 
The record in progress is being made in the herd of 
B. Bull & Son, Ontario, Canada. In this herd Imp. Bramp- 
ton Basilua has to her credit 1,048.05 lbs. fat, 15,205.7 lbs. 
milk, with 87 days to go before her test is finished on Sep- 
tember 25. She has not yet been below 100 lbs. fat in any 
month up to July 1. It seems likely that De Kol Plus Segis 
Dixie’s R. O. P. record of 1,384 lbs. fat will be safe from 
this assault, but if this keeps on, perhaps we shall have 
to trot out the records reported for Holsteins in Japan— 
Frins Anna Roland reported in 1919 with a production of 
37,923 lbs. milk, 1,827 lbs. fat; and Ellen Pietertje Granson 
reported with 41,112 lbs. milk and 1,793 lbs. fat in 365 days.

Year Book of Agriculture 1933 


HE 1933 Year Book of Agricultural has recently 
"T reached us. This annual pubilcation of the U. S. De 

partment of Agriculture is a welcome addition to the 
desks of all students of agriculture. Of particular value 
for reference are the statistics of all branches of agricul- 
ture, embracing nearly half of this book of about 800 pages. 
The annual report of the Secretary of Agricultural gives 
a general summary of the work and activities of the De- 
partment during the preceding year, with condensed re- 
ports of the latest scientific achievements of the different 
branches of the Department. 

To many the section in this year’s book devoted to 
summarizing recent developments in farm, practice will be 
of greatest interest. All the principal agricultural com- 
modities come in for attention in this section, and in addi- 
tion feed grains and forage, live stock, dairying, poultry, 
fruits and vegetables, and the farm business and the farm 
home. In the forage section, we were most interested in 
the reports on pasture experiments, as there is so much 
room for big improvement in our general methods here. 
Details are given of actual experiments in treatment of 
permanent pastures with commercial fertilizers, which 
were especially striking in the benefits secured from longer 
grazing season, larger yield and increased palatability and 
nutriment value. 


Supplementary pasture crops also come in for liberal 
attention, as much experimental work is in progress along 
this line. Sudan Grass is highly recommended, results of 
one Michigan experiment covering a period of three con- 
secutive years showing 50% better results than any other 
crop in the test. The other crops, however, are not listed 
in the report. It is particularly drouth resistant, and is 
saving the day for many dairymen this summer. Farmers 
Bulletin No. 1126 tells the story in detail and may be had 
from Washington in the usual way. The dry summer of 
1933, over such a large area of our country, should cause 
dairymen to investigate seriously these various supple- 
mentary pasture crops*for use next year. These and better 
permanent pasture methods will mean much in future 
economy of production. 


The section on dairying presents a varied menu. The 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics discusses dairy mar- 
kets and tthe economic side of the dairy picture. M. H. 
Fohrman, in another article, discusses the importance of 
breeding better animals through modern ideas of genetics. 
T. E. Woodward describes the importance of better feed 
crops and pastures; J. C. McDowell, father of the Dairy 
Herd Improvement Associations, shows the importance of 
records as the basis of successful dairying. 


Wm. White and C. J. Babcock stress the importance of 
quality in dairy products (they do not refer to the high 
fat test) and its influence on consumption and ithe farm- 
er’s income. Rowena Schmidt Carpenter, of the Bureau 
of Home Economics, in a timely article, gives some con- 
vincing facts on the importance of dairy products in the 
diet, and L. A. Rogers discusses some of the work that is 
being done along tthe line of by-product utilization.

EARTIEST congratulations to Mr. F. E. Murphy, 
H owner of Femco Farms at Breckenridge, Minn., 

who recently became the only breeder in the 
United States to both breed and develop a ‘1,500-lb.” 
cow, with over 1,200 lbs. fat. Femco Johanna Bess 
Fayne 1073533, who honors our front cover this week, 
was one of the very first calves bred at Femco after the 
herd was established as a real Holstein breeding organi- 
zation early in 1925, and her sire, Sir Korndyke Orms- 
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by Piebe 3d, whose picture also appears elsewhere in 
this issue, was the first herd sire of importance used at 
Femco. Her record, completed June 6, of 1,208.5 Ibs. 
fat from 33,649.8 lbs. milk, brought to Femco a num- 
ber of other distinctions in addition to that mentioned 
above. Not only do they now own the two highest rec- 
ord living cows in the country of any breed but the two 
average higher than any two cows developed by any 
other breeder in the United States. When we remember 
that May Walker Ollie Homestead (1,218 lbs. fat) was 
also owned in this herd for several years, we realize 
that Femco is the only breeding estabiishment in the 
world that has ever been the home of three cows with 
records averaging over 1,200 lbs. fat. 

Within a period of twelve months, Femco has 
brought out four 1,000-lb. fat producers, with records 
averaging 1,112 lbs. fat, an average equalled by no 
other breeder in a similar period. The last three of these 
records failed by just a few days of coming within a 
six months period and the average for the three was 
just a few pounds under 1,100 lbs. fat, which we believe 
is another mark for other breeders to shoot at. 

A more complete story of the new ‘1,500-lb.” cow, 
together with her pedigree, appeared in our issue of July 
1, to which we refer our readers for further details. 


Edward D. Billings 

DWIN D. BILLINGS, a member of the Holstein- 
EF, Friesian Association of America since 1911, died 

at his home at Earlville, N. Y., May 2, 1933, fol- 
lowing a brief illness which resulted in pneumonia. Mr. 
Billings was born October 22, 1858, and was a life-time 
resident of the Earlville community. In his Holstein 
breeding operations, most notable was the bull, King 
Pontiac Jasamine, a son of King of the Pontiacs, from 
which he supplied a part of the foundation of the orig- 
inal Winterthur Farms herd. In his home community, 
he was a respected citizen and a loved neighbor, a dea- 
con in the Baptist Church and an active worker in local 
civic enterprises.

R OY D. ARMSTRONG, for twenty-five years a mem- 





of the Holstein-Friesian Association and a mem- 

ber of Gopatis, died at his home at Armstead 
Stock Farm, West Winfield, New York, June 4, 1933, 
aged fifty years. He had been in his usual health, but 
fell from his milking stool dead while assisting with the 
morning milking. 

Of Mayflower and Revolutionary ancestry, he was 
born on the farm where he died, which has been in the 
family 135 years. He was a member of the Unadilla 
Forks Baptist Church, Winfield Grange, the Herkimer- 
Otsego Holstein Club, the Farm Bureau and the Whar- 
ton Valley Dairy Improvement Association, having one 
of the longest and most complete herd records of that 
kind in the state. 

August 16, 1911, he was married to Miss Bertha 
Brace Spicer of North Winfield, who survives with one 
son, Floyd Spicer Armstrong. 


John E. Dickson 

OHN E. DICKSON died suddenly of heart failure early 
J this month, while travelling from his farm at Gouver- 
neur, N. Y., to his home in Chicago, where he is in 
business. A native of Gouverneur, Mr. Dickson has always 
maintained an active interest in the farm where he was 
born, and was just starting to build up a high class pure 
bred Holstein herd there, having recently purchased a

MR. DECKER’S BRIEF 


Frank N. Decker, Syracuse attorney, filed with Secre- 
tary Seaverns the following brief with respect to his 
resolution on the general subject of milk marketing that 
appeared in the Call of the Chicago convention. Although 
this matter was not discussed at Chicago, we believe Mr. 
Decker’s brief will be of general interest. 





Fellow Breeders of the Holstein-Friesian Convention: 

I very much regret that circumstances prevent my at- 
tendance at this Convention. 

Respecting Resoluton No. 17 

This resolution presents, it would seem, considerations 
of very, very important consequences to all of us. 

As Holstein breeders we claim that the Holstein cow 
excels all other dairy cows, according to the only true 
test, namely: which will produce most economically the 
most combined milk, cream, butter, cheese, other milk 
products and beef for every pound of food consumed. 


We are fully mindful that Holstein milk is consid- 
ered, and is, generally low in butterfat content compared 
to milk produced by other breeds. While at the same 
time an intelligent understanding opposes cross-breeding- 
of the various breeds in order to bring up the butterfat 
per cent. The purity of the separate breeds must be main- 
tained unless we are to undo and lose, to a large extent, 
the progress in production which has been made so pains- 
takingly in this country—still far behind Continental Eur- 
ope. Mixing of the breeds would quickly result in a 
deterioration causing great and irreparable loss to breed- 
ers, dairymen and the public alike. So, the breeding 
progress thus far made, must at least be maintained in the 
interest of economic saving and the best good of the dairy 
breeds. 


When the Babcock Test was discovered, a complete 
new era in the milk business was brought about. But as 
Holstein breeders we may have been slow to capitalize 
the benefits resulting from this discovery. With the com- 
ing of the Babcock Test the per cent of butterfat, popularly 
known as the cream line, immediately became no longer 
a question of conjecture, experimentation or uncertainty; 
neither was the cream line dependent upon characteristics 
of the cow which gives it. Rather the demand for cream 
as desired by the consuming public is now simply a matter 
of the Babcock Test and the cream separator. And thus 
the cream line in milk, from whatever cow produces it 
may be directly changeable day by day, and thus directly 
responsive, according to the demand of the consumer 
for it. 


Therefore, it is imperative not only, but just and fair, 
that the statutes of the various states be made to permit 
of readily conforming to this popular demand, as well as 
the practice, and legalize, by legislation, dealers processing 
and distributing milk to increase the per cent of butterfat 
content to meet such demand and from whatever milk 
can most economically supply the popular demand. 

As Holstein men we can ill afford to buck the public 
as to the cream line they want. The benefits of such 
legislation to Holstein breeders seems to require no argu- 
ment. This is particularly so when we bear in mind tthe 
discrimination which is being practiced, particularly in 
some sections, in penalizing producers of low testng Hol- 
stein milk. 


For instance, since the Pitcher Law in New York many 
Holstein producers are being denied their regular markets. 

In connection with authorizing dealers to standardize 
milk by raising its butterfat content (which it appears 
is being quite universally done regardless of the law) the 
important corollary is presented of the method of pay- 
ment for the butterfat and the milk remaining after all 
the butterfat is extracted. This becomes increasingly im- 
portant now that we are confronted with a surplus over 
the whole milk market. We well know that the funda- 
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mental trouble with the milk industry today is this unruly 
and uncontrollable surplus of production over and above 
the demand for bottled milk or whole milk and cream. 
This surplus. of course, must be converted into manu- 
factured milk products. When so done it at once comes 
into competition with domestic and world markets. The 
sad result is that the price received for these manufactured 
products reduces not alone the whole milk price but tends 
to reduce and demoralize tthe entire milk market of all 
classes, and for whatever purpose the milk is sold and 
used. Further, with a considerable exportable surplus of 
these products the tariff is made ineffectual and a world 
level of prices is the decided tendency for all classes of 
milk. 

Now, with these observations in mind, it becomes 
doubly important that a method be insisted upon for pay- 
ment of butterfat and milk products, such as butter, 
cheese, skimmed and canned milk, evaporated and sour 
milk, casein and all other products. In arriving at the 
butterfat per cent base to be used for payment of milk 
before premium is fixed as is customary for each one- 
tenth point of butterfat over and above the amount of 
butterfat contained in such base, due credit should be 
given for solids, minerals and other chemicals contained 
in the fixed base, as these go into this manufactured out- 
put. So, also, the base should be equitably fixed with 
respect to butterfat and at a just and fair price, encourag- 
ing the most economical production for both high and 
low testing milk from whatever cow of whatever breed 
the same is produced. 

Milk containing 3% of butterfat seems to be the fair 
base. This is now the base legally set by statute in many 
states. General adoption of this base and insistence upon 
its uniform use for tthe payment of milk, with due credit 
for the value of the milk over and above the butterfat 
will remove much confusion and bring about more equit- 
able returns. 

Consider the proposition that perhaps 80% of the milk 
produced in the New York Milk Shed comes from Black 
and White cows, pure breds and grades. On large milk 
company receives milk on a 3% butterfat basis, the other 
on a 3.5% butterfat basis, that 4c is, of course, deducted 
for each one-tenth point of butterfat. 

Now, if Holstein milk constitutes by far the greater 
percentage of all the milk furnished in the New York 
Milk Shed, and its average is not as high as 3.5%, then it 
follows under the above practice of payment for the same 
on a 3.5% butterfat basis, that 4c is, of course, deducted 
for each point under 3.5% base. Conversely, 4c is added 
for each point above 3% where the 3% is used and above 
the 3.5% where the 3.5% base is used. 


Yet with milk testing 3.5% and selling for say, arbi- 
tarily, 88c per 100 lbs., each point of butterfat of this 
3.5% milk will figure ‘to be worth, in round figures, 2%c, 
instead of 4c, or a difference of 14%4c for each one-tenth 
point of butterfat per 100 lbs. of milk. 

Now figure the price of 100 lbs. of milk testing 3.5% 
as compared to 3% milk with the 4c a point differential. 
We would multiply the 5 points times 4c and get 20c. 
which deducted from the base price of 88c a 100 Ibs., 
would leave but 68c. 


Yet to bring this same 100 lbs. of milk testing 3.5% 
down to the same 3% base at the above 2%c per point 
pro rata value of butterfat, we would multiply the 5 points 
by 2'4c, equalling 12%c. which when deducted from the 
88c base (per 100 lbs. of 3.5%) would make the price 75%%c, 
instead of 68c, or a difference of 7%c per 100 Ibs. for the 
production. This 7%c loss on 68c price we must under- 
stand is not 7'4c on the dollar, but equals a little over 
11%, or 11e out of a dollar. Thus as Holstein men our 
dollar is left at 89c for our daily production where the 
3.5% base is used. 

Similarly, figuring the price for 3.3% milk (on this 
same 3.5% base price and 4c butterfat differential) for 
instance, makes the same difference of 14%c a point on 2 
points, equalling 3c, which on the 68c base amounts to 
4.41%. This is on 100 lbs. and just this per cent difference 
is equivalent to the annual rate of interest on $1.50 in- 
vested in government bonds paying 3%. On the same 
basis, the 7%c difference on 5 points (the difference be- 
tween milk testing 3% and 3.5%) likewise would equal the 
amount of interest payable on substantially $3.66 invested 
in government bonds. 


The matter is not a trifling one. For, if a Holstein 
dairyman is producing 800 lbs. of milk daily for a year, 
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and this loss per 100 lbs. per day is 74c, just this differ- 
ence would amount to the annual interest on $7,300 !m- 
vested in government bonds. 

Moreover, this 214c, or 4c, whichever is used, per point 
is the pro rata value of the butterfat alone. It gives no 
extra credit whatever in setting the base price of 3% milk 
to the milk solids. minerals and other valuable products 
contained in the milk, other than its butterfat content. 

In discussing this method of payment with one of our 
oldest, most revered and actively prominent members of 
the National Holstein Association, he put it thus: “We 
Holstein men are being robbed by this method of pay- 
ment.” 

How long can the Holstein breed carry this oppres- 
sive and unreasonable load and hold its own. 

I would, therefore, suggest the approval of the resolu- 
tion and that it be referred to the Extenstion Department 
to investigate the matter and the conditions in the various 
states, and report to the Board for its further considera- 
tion. 

The time has come when we must fish, cut bait or go 
ashore, and if ultimately our state associations are not in 
a position, or are unwilling to squarely meet the matter, 
we must abide by the consequences.

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SIRE OF A LEADER 


In our files we have just run across 
this old cut of Sir Korndyke Ormsby 
Piebe 3d 177681, sire of the leading 
living producer of all breeds in the 
United States, Femco Johanna Bess 
Fayne, whose record of 1,208.5 lbs. fat 
was recently announced. This cut is 
from a photograph taken more than 
a dozen years ago, when the bull, 
then about four years old, was senior 
and grand champion at North Dakota 
State Fair (1920). He was then owned 
by Dr. J. Van Houten of North 
Dakota and will be well remembered 
by many breeders of the Red River 
Valley. He was bred by E. C. Schroed- 
er and his dam and sire’s dam were 
both daughters of Sir Pietertje Orms- 
by Mercedes, both with 800 lb. fat 
daughters and both from outstanding 
Schroeder families. 


In 1925 when F. E. Murphy was lay- 
ing the foundation for his Femco 
Farms herd, this bull was the first 
herd sire of importance that he pur- 
chased; but they apparently got only 
a few calves by him and soon concen- 
trated on Pride of Sir Piets. One of 
the heifers with which he was mated 
was Johanna Bess Fayne, who dropped 
her first calf by him and then made 
a record of 761 lbs. fat. The calf was 
Femco Johanna Bess Fayne, who went 
on to break the Minnesota State Rec- 
ord for senior three-year-olds and then 
at full age to become the first “1,500- 
lb.” cow that has been developed in 
some years. We are glad to be able 
to show our readers this picture of 
her sire.

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ELMWOOD BREAKS RECORDS 


Three new Illinois State Records for 
fat production have recently been 
hung up by three different members 
of the herd of Elmwood Farms, Deer- 
field, Ill., according to a recent an- 
nouncement from the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America. Among 
them is Faith Ludwig Blanche 1371025, 
who will be remembered as first prize 
junior yearling at the National and 
elsewhere in 1930. This granddaugh- 
ter of Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld 
has ben broken the state record in the 
10 months’ division, Class A for junior 
two-year-olds, with 624.5 lbs. fat from 
16,516.5 lbs. milk, average test 3.8%, 
and she finished her year with 733.6 
Ibs. fat. We understand she is now 
on test again as a senior three-year- 
old and making a wonderful Class B 
record. 


Another record breaker is Nywood 
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Fobes Lass, grand champion at Illinois 
State Fair in 1931. She recently fin- 
ished her year as a senior four-year- 
old in Class B with the record-break- 
ing total of 829.6 fat from 24,111,4 lbs. 
milk, a part of this record being made 
on the show circuit. 

Elmyood’s third recent state record 
is that of Pietertje Ormsby Fobes 
Mooie 3d, with 789.8 lbs. fat in 305 
days, Class A, as a senior four-year- 
old. She finished her year with 834.6 
Ibs. fat from 23,921.9 lbs. milk. 

Another splendid Elmwood record, 
although not quite a state record, is 
that of Airy Knoll Aaltje Fobes, with 
926.3 lbs. fat from 26,849.6 lbs. milk as 
a senior three-year-old in Class A. We 
are told that she has never been dry 
since her first freshening at only 22 
months old. Other great records now 
in progress at Elmwood will be re- 
ported later. 





University of Illinois recently had 
its Holstein herd classified for type, 
Prof. H. H. Kildee of Iowa State Col- 
lge doing the work as official inspec- 
tor for the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America. Their three-year-old 
herd sire, King Bessie Ormsby Pie- 
tertje 9th, was rated Excellent, seven 
head were rated Very Good, twenty 
Good Plus and twenty-two Good. Only 
two rated as low as Fair and none ap- 
peared in the Poor group. The classi- 
fication was made the day previous 
to the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Dairy Science Association, held at 
University of Illinois, June 27 to 29, 
and was witnessed by many college 
professors and others from all parts 
of the country.

A CORRECTION 


A. typographical error in the second installment of 
Prof. Rice’s article appearing July 15 has been called 
to our attention. It appears on page 525 in the para- 
graph beginning, ‘‘Table III shows that the daughters 
of high producing cows averaged 924 pounds of milk 
and .21 per cent butter fat higher than the average of 
all daughters, while the daughters of low producing 
cows (by the same sires) produced 891 pounds of 
milk and .26 per cent butter fat less than the average 
of all daughters.’””’ The sentence following should 
read: “This is evidence that the production level of 
the cow does have an influence on the production 
level of her daughters ... .”’ The word “not” as 
originally published completely was not in Prof. Rice’s 
text, and may have been confusing to readers, con- 
veying as it did a conclusion directly contrary to the 
figures cited.

Reference was made earlier to the McLaury’s policy in 
buying females—to get first of all a cow. That is the first 
test an animal has to pass with them. If she doesn’t 
satisy them that she is a producer and her type likewise 
satisfactory, it doesn’t matter how many cousins or aunts 
or dams she may have that have won fame. This policy 
shows up in the herd, which has a bigger proportion of 
heavy producing useful dairy cows of acceptable type 
than about any other herd of its size we have ever seen. 
A well-planned program of development in Advanced Reg- 
istry testing is being carried out. Eight records above 
800 lbs. fat have been completed here, 13 above 720 lbs. 
fat, 46 over 600 lbs. fat, 64 average 691 lbs. fat, 20,418.7 
lbs. milk. The highest record thus far in Class A is that 
of Nanette De Kol Veeman. She made in nine-year-old 
form 980 lbs. fat, 28,750.8 lbs. milk, following a previous 
record of 922.9 lbs. fat, 26,601 lbs. milk. She has also 
proved to be about the best breeding cow in the herd. 
A New York State record in Class C (2-time milking) was 
completed this year by Bruach Sylvia Posch, with her tine 
performance of 789.7 lbs. fat, 22,608.6 lbs. milk on strictly 
2-time milking, going as high as 96 lbs. her best day. She 
is perhaps ‘the outstanding individual cow in the herd 
today. All milking is done by hand, and all units except 
on the No. 9 Home Farm are milked twice a day. At No. 
9 are 36 cows nearly all on test in classes A and B. 
Milking of the 3-timers is at five, one and nine o’clock. 
The handling of labor here is interesting. One man starts 
work at noon and works until midnight. One day man 
works from 5 a. m. to 6 p. m.; one night man starts at 7 
p. m. and works until 6 a. m. These men spent their 
whole time in the barn. Two “outside” men assist at the 
morning and noon milkings, and Dorr himself frequently 
assists at the late milking. The foreman mixes and 
weighs out all grain. 
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From the experience in testing here, they feel that 
the same cow will produce from 20 to 25% more in Class 
A than in Class B. In other words, a 640-lb. record in A 
is about equal to 500 to 540 lbs. in B. They believe that 
Class C is not so different from Class B production except 
as the care is different. It has been their observation that 
frequency of feeding means more difference in production 
than frequency of milking. 


Feeding Methods 


All feed purchased is bought in car lots, to arrive on 
the fifteenth and ‘thirtieth of each month during the feed- 
ing season. Upon arrival, this is allocated to the different 
farms, on the basis of 1 lb. of feed to each 3 lbs. milk per 
day, based on milk station figures. The herd ration is a 
24% feed, with hominy or corn meal added for the test 
cows as the needs of each cow indicate. For the young 
stock and dry animals, a 16% molasses mixture is used. 
The grain mixture used for the milking herd is made up of 
cotton seed meal, oil meal, wheat bran middlings, brewers 
grains, corn meal or hominy, gluten and molasses—a very 
bulky mixture for one of its high protein content. They 
prefer the 24% mixture for heavy producing cows because 
most of the roughage is mixed hay. Where the roughage 
{is good clover or alfalfa, more corn meal is added to the 
ration. Under their conditions, alfalfa is grown with 
some difficulty while clover thrives naturally. They put 
up about 1,000 tons of this a year. Their practice is to 
cut it early, curing in the windrow following a side de- 
livery rake, and, of course, using mechanical hay loaders. 


Feeding Calves 


In the production of Grade A milk, they are practising 
fore-milking to some extent, and find this fore-milk ex- 
cellent for young calves, with its test of about 1% fat. 
Calves are started on their mother’s milk, and are fed 
liberally as often as the herd is milked. By the end of 
the second week they are generally taking about 18 lbs. 
a day. After about eight to ten weeks, they are gradually 
shifted to tthe fore-milk. They seldom continue milk feed- 
ing after the calf is six months old. Grain is placed be- 
fore them, however, as soon as they will take it. A 16% 
fitting ration mixed with soaked beet pulp is used and a 
selected mixed clover hay. This is preferred to alfalfa 
for calves. Heifers are never turned out to pasture until 
they are past a year’old. The yearlings rough it for a 
while before being bred. This year they are trying out 
the open shed method which so many breeders are now 
using. Dorr McLaury suggests that it may be important 
to dehorn heifers under this system of management. At 
River Meadow they try to have the heifers freshen at from 
27 to 33 months of age. Heifers are not pushed for ex- 
treme production, the general policy here being Class B 
or C records on first calf heifers. 


The Herd Sires 


In service at River Meadow Farms are a number of 
bulls of national reputation. Brookholm Inka, famous as 
a show bull and sire of All-mericans, and himself a brother 
of Sir Inka May, was purchased of Raymondale Farm a 
couple of years ago and is leaving some exceptionally fine 
offspring. He was down at Cornell for a season and they 
haven’t too many of his calves yet. Perhaps the most 
popular of the River Meadow herd sires is Winterthur 
Best Segis Jonat, owned jointly with Elliot Springstead, 
Ellkay arms, Cobleskill, N. Y. This bull was grand 
champion at Eastern States in 1931 and this last year 
gave Man-O-War 30th his toughest battle of this season 
in the aged bull classes at New York and Eastern States. 
He is simply magnificent. The bull that has seen most 
service here this past year is King Piebe Ormsby Ideal, a 
son of King Ormsby Ideal’s greatest daughter, by King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe Bess, which gives him an intense 
Ormsby-Bess Burke combination. Younger sires include 
Strathmore Inka Abbekerk, prize-winning son of an All- 
American son of Brookholm Inka; and R M F Piebe Vee- 
man (home bred) by Triune Neola Piebe and from one 
of the great daughters of “Old Nannette”’. The five near- 
est dams of this bull average 963.5 lbs. fat, 25,165 Ibs. 
milk. Foundation sire of the present breeding herd was 
Triune Neola Piebe, a son of Triune Ormsby Piebe, from 
Neola Pansy Piebe (962.7 lbs. fat at 3%, years). The dam 
and two granddams of this bull averaged 1,022.5 lbs. fat, 
25,457.2 Ibs. milk, 4.02% fat. There are about 60 daugh- 


ters of this bull in the herd that are prospects for future

HEALTH RESTRICTIONS AT N. Y. 

New York Fair announces the fol- 
lowing health restrictions for all 
cattle to be exhibited there in 1933. 
The tuberculosis regulations provide 
that only cattle from accredited herds 
and tested within a year from the clos- 
ing date for making entries or from 
herds with one clean test made within 
six months of the closing date will be 
accepted for entry, with the exception 
of 4-H Club entries, which will be ac- 
cepted if the animals entered have 
passed a clean test within sixty days 
of the closing date, such cattle to be 
kept segregated from animals from 
tuberculosis-free herds. All entries 
must be accompanied by test charts 
approved by the proper live stock 
sanitary official of the state or coun- 
try from which entry is made. 

Bang’s Disease regulations for New 
York State exhibitors require all ani- 
mals over twelve months old to have 
passed a negative test within sixty 
days of the opening day of the fair, 
except for animals from herds certi- 
fied as free from this disease by the 
Department cf Agriculture and Mar- 
kets. Pure bred registered cattle 
from outside the state are subject to 
the following conditions: 

1—Such animals must be for exhi- 
bition purposes only and must be 
identified by name, registration num- 
ber and ear tag number if so tagged. 

2—All female animals over one-year- 
old shall come frem herds having had 
at least one negative blood test for 
3ang’s Disease as shown by accept- 
able certificate, such test to have 
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been made not more than sixty days 
prior to importation into the state. 


3—Bulls over one-year-old of age 
shall have passed one acceptable nega- 
tive blood test within sixty days of 
date of importation, as shown by ac- 
ceptable certificate. 


Animals from outside the _ state 
should not be shipped until special 
permit under Bang’s disease order 


has been obtained and copy of such 
permit must accompany entry. Ani- 
mals from herds certified as Bang’s 
Disease-Free by the proper live stock 
sanitary officials of the state or pro- 
vince of origin are exempt from spe- 
cial permit requirement and are eligi- 
ble for entry on presentation of ac- 
ceptable blood test certificate. 


All certificates, both for tuberculosis 
and Bang’s Disease, must be submitted

The Sixth Ohio Dairy Day, under 
the direction of the Ohio Dairymen’s 
Association will be held August 11, 
at Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Wooster and is expected 
to attract large numbers of Ohio 
dairymen and Holstein breeders as 
well as others from neighboring 
states. There will be talks and 
demonstrations on the nutrition 
value of milk, on feeding dairy cows 
for production, on general care of 
the dairy, on breeding problems, on 
Sudan grass pastures, on garget and 
other diseases of the dairy cow. 
There will be an inspection tour of 
the barns and herd, judging contests 
for Smith-Hughes and 4-H boys and 
girls and for adults as well and 
plenty of entertainment. A special 
program is being prepared for the 
ladies and there will be games and 
contests for the children held in an- 
other part of the campus under com- 
petent direction. Those who do not 
bring their own picnic baskets will 
have an opportunity to purchase 
lunch on the grounds. The splen- 
did success of the first five of these 
annual events augers well for the 
Sixth Ohio Dairy Day. All dairymen 
and their families are invited. 


The 44th Earlville Sale is just 
announced by R. Austin Backus, 
Mexico, N. Y., who claims the date 
of August 30 for this event.

CYANAMIDE AS SOIL FOOD 


Boyce Thompson Institute for 
Plant Research, Yonkers, N. Y., has 
recently presented an _ interesting 
paper by Dr. M. M. McCool, on the 
“Properties and uses of Calcium 
Cyanamide” that will be of interest 
to progressive farmers who are in- 
terested in soil fertility problems. 
Cyanamide according to recent expert- 
mental evidence, shows up to best 
advantage where the soil needs lime 
as well as nitrogen; where the soil 
is sandy and the rainfall heavy and 
serious losses of nitrates by leach- 
ing are likely to occur; when used on 
soils that are in a relatively high state 
of fertility; and when used on the 
grass crops, particularly cane, corn, 
timothy and small grains. On many 
soils, Cyanamide has proved to be a 
better fertilizer, producing higher 
yields than the same amount of nitro- 
gen in the form of nitrate of soda 
or sulphate of ammonia. Cyanamide 
iS at present being placed on the 
market in granular form, carrying 
hitrate of lime as a binding agent 
and its use has increased from 29,000 
tons in 1911, to more than a million 
tons annually at present.

development and his sons are doing especially good work 
in many well known herds. This bull was sold several 
years ago to head the Seth Mosely herd in Connecticut. 
Later, he came back to head one of the New York State 
Institution herds, and arrangements have lately been com- 
pleted to bring him back for service at River Meadow 
Farms. 
Keeping the Herd Records 

In a herd of this size, the problem of keeping papers 
in order is often a real task. They have developed a sys- 
tem that works well here at River Meadow, and perhaps 
it would be of interest to describe it briefly. Each animal 
in the herd is given a folder, filed alphabetically in a 
vertical file, which contains all registry, transfer and 
health papers. A card index of this file is also main- 
tained, upon which the A. R. records are listed. The first 
of each month, blank cards are distributed to each farm, 
one card for each day of the month. The foreman is ex- 
pected to record on these cards each day’s happenings 
in his herd—including births, services, transfers, etc. At 
the end of the month, these cards are picked up and new 
ecards for the next month distributed. The office clerk 
then sketches and tags all the calves born during the 
previous month, keeping a record of applications in the 
stub form provided by the Association. The data on each 
animal is ‘then put in the herd hegister, with a separate 
book for each farm. Pedigrees are made out for each 
animal and filed with its other papers as soon as the 
calf is registered. Under this system, they have no mis- 
takes in identity and are able to find readily the complete 
data on any animal in the herd. 


Carrying On 


Under recent conditions, with milk prices so dis- 








astrously low and trade in cattle reduced, it has been a 
real problem in management to keep a farming and breed- 
ing enterprise of this size going on a self-sustaining basis. 
That they have succeeded in accomplishing this result is 
a tribute not only to the management but to the producing 
ability of the herd. More rigid selection has been prac- 
ticed—in particular only 25% of the bull calves are being 
raised for sale—the top 25%, of course. They have not 
hesitated to improve the herd still further by the pur- 
chase of exceptionally good cows where found. The A. R. 
testing program has been maintained, as a practical neces- 
sity in herd development, (35 now on test) breed-paper 
advertising has been carried quite consistently, and a 
successful show circuit was followed in 1932, embracing 
Eastern States Exposition, New York State Fair and five 
leading county fairs of the state. The herd today is in a 
position to go on to “bigger and better” things in its 
future development. 


Incidentally, Dorr and Ford McLaury find time to do 
their share of community service. Ford has served sev- 
eral terms as supervisor for his town—a Democrat in a 
Republican community. Dorr is a member of the school 
board and has been devoting considerable time to assist- 
ing Commission Baldwin in forwarding his abortion con- 
trol program among the dairymen of the state. Jean, 
youngest of the three McLaury girls. is one of the best 
known 4-H calf club workers in the state and has won 
national recognition for her fine work in this department. 
The whole family is keenly interested in the business 
of the farm, which has been no small factor in the suc- 
cess of the enterprise.

DAIRY DAY AT GENEVA, N. Y. 

Arrangements are being made for 
Dairy Day at the New York State 
Experiment Station at Geneva on 
Thursday, August 17th. The pro- 
gram and entertainment are being 
planned along much the same lines 
as those followed last year when ap- 
proximately 1,000 dairymen visited 
the Station. 

It is planned to begin the day 
about 10 o’clock with tours and 
demonstrations. The special feature 
this year will be a display of ani- 
mals in the Station Jersey herd 
which have been officially graded 
for show type and tested for produc- 
tion under the supervision of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club. This 
will be the first opportunity for 
many dairymen to inspect a consid- 
erable number of dairy cattle which 
have both type and production rec- 
ords. 
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A new method of manufacturing 
cream cheese, a new method of con- 
trolling the viscosity of heavy cream, 
studies on the control of mastitis, 
problems in sanitary milk produc- 
tion, etc., will be demonstrated for 
those particularly interested in these 
various lines of work. The station 
grounds will be a special attraction 
in themselves as they have been 
markedly beautified during the past 
two years. While visitors will want 
to bring a picnic lunch, light re- 


freshments can be secured on the 
grounds. 
A speaking program of, special 


interest to all dairymen is being 
arranged for. Commissioner C. H. 
Baldwin of the Department of Agri- 
culture and Markets and chairman 
of the Milk Control Board will dis- 
cuss the work of the Board in es- 
tablishing fair prices to producers 
for their milk and in controlling 
price cutting to consumers. It is 
hoped also that Governor Lehman 
may find it possible to be present 
and speak on various problems in 
state government. 





TESTING GAINS IN MICHIGAN 


A summary of the (first six 
months’ activities in Michigan dairy 
herds testing under supervision of 
cow testers shows more than 10,700 
cows tested each month, owned by 
729 dairymen. 


Alfalfa hay was fed to 88 per cent 
of the herds during the winter. 
Feed rations were changed for 25 
per cent of the dairymen in this 
period, effecting large money sav- 
ings. Check tests were made by the 
cow tester on 126 separators each 
month. 


One feature of the report is the 
listing of 46 bulls sold and 39 bulls 
bought, in addition to bull trades 
made by the members of dairy herd 
improvement associations. Evident- 
ly dairymen are using more bulls 
from herds keeping records in herd 
improvement associations than here- 
tofore. Nine bull pens were built 
by dairymen during the period. 

There were 4,916 cows’ which 
produced 50 pounds of butterfat or 
more a month during the six months. 


The end of the six months shows 
35 more herds under test than there 
were December 1, 1932, the begin- 
ning of the period, according to A. 
C. Baltzer, extension dairyman, 
Michigan State College.

The Holstein show at Calgary was 
low in numbers but high in quality, 
according to Harry Hays, Provincial 
Holstein Field Man, who sends’ us 
a complete and interesting report of 
the show. Owing to the R. O. P. regu- 
lations and other rather stringent 
rules, only two herds were exhibited— 
Hays & Co., Ltd. of Calgary and C. P.

Hosford of Edmonton made a_ very 
satisfactory job of the judging but 
there were several close decisions and 
a few differences of opinion on the 
part of the ringside. 


Hays’ Johan De Kol 93726, first prize 
two-year-old at the Royal last year, 
won the aged bull class, with another 
three-year-old, Strathmore Wayne 
Koba, All-American junior yearling in 
1931, standing second. A two-year-old, 
Hays’ Victor Echo, had to show in the 
same class with the older bulls and 
stood third. He should be hard to 
beat in his own class later in the sea- 
son. 


Both sections of the yearling class 
showed together, Strathmore McKin- 
ley Emperor, last year’s All-American 
calf, winning first over Hays’ Sensa- 
tion, with a very sweet junior yearling 
from the C. P. R. string placing third. 

The calf clas was especially strong 
and brought out the junior champion of 
the show, Hays’ Aristocracy, a son of 
Montvic Rag Apple Hartog from Hays’ 
Bess, who was dam of the first prize

She will be re- 
membered as the first prize three- 
year-old in milk at the Royal in 1931.

May Rose De Kol Aaltje 799117, owned by Mr. Richard Genke, Bonduel, Wisconsin, completed her yearly test April 18th 
and is credited with 29,239.2 lbs. milk, average per cent 3.4 and 1,006.2 lbs. fat in 365 days, carrying calf 262 days during this pe- 
riod. She was tested in Classification A, qualifying also for a ten-months’ record in this lactation with 26,119.2 lbs. milk, 3.4% 
fat and 884.8 lbs. fat and carried calf 202 days of this 305-day period. She freshened at the age of 9 years, 10 months, 24 days.

Winterthur Boast Ormsby Ganne 1042360, owned by H. F. duPont, Winterthur, Delaware, finished her yearly test May 17 
and is credited with production of 23,444.6 lbs. milk, average per cent fat 4.3 and 1,004.2 Ibs. fat in 365 days. She freshened at 
the age of 7 years, 2 months, 5 days and was tested in Classification C, being milked only twice a day from the beginning of the 
test. Her sire is Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast 300652 and her dam Winterthur Ormsby Bannie 587853. As a senior two-year- 
old, this cow produced 21,409.8 lbs. milk, average per cent fat 3.8 and 821.1 lbs. fat in 365 days, tested in Classification A. She was 
tested again as a senior four-year-old ‘and produced 22,943.0 Ibs. milk, average per cent fat 4.2 and 966.3 lbs. fat in 365 days, 
Classification A. During the lactation period just completed, she had 18 official test periods of which three were retests and 
three were out-of-state check tests. Her production of 1,004.2 lbs. fat makes her the 188th Holstein-Friesian cow to produce more 
than a thousand pounds of fat in a year and she is the first cow of any breed to produce a thousand pounds of fat in a year 
when milked only twice a day.
